OF UNIVERSITY TO BE 
IMPOSING STRUCTURE 


Tenders Are Now Being Called— Will be T Shaped With the Main 


Building 300 Feet Long by 70 Feet Wide—Will be of Steel 
and Concrete Ocnstructio n—Will Have a Large 
Assemb ly Hall 


The new Arts Building for which 
tenders are now being called is de- 
signed to be the central commanding 
feature of a group of buildings plan- 
ned to be erected on the grounds of 
the University of Alberta, 

The Arts Building will face east 
near Kighth street N. W. It isa T" 
shape with the main building 300 feet 
long by 70 feet wide, with a base- 
ment, three full stories and a mezaa- 
nine story in part of the roof. The 
asembly hall will extend back west- 
ward from the centre of the pain 
part of the Arts Building. 

The front elevation is of the 
classic treatment of architecture 
the main entrance in the centre and 
two smaller side entrances at the 
ends, The basement walls are of con- 
erete, The base and steps are gran- 
ite, the trimmings are of dressed 
stone, with terra cotta parapet and 
finials, lonic columns ornament the 
main and side entrances, Six oriole 
windows located on the second floor 
add to the ‘beauty of the building.
